Bissell and James, the Men Who Made the 
Oil Country Famous. 
By Telecranh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Ga.ensBure. Pa., December 26.—Within a month 
just passed two noted pioneers of the “oil country™ 
of Pennsylvania have died, and the history of their 
“wild cat“ expioits will form an interesting chapter 
in the long and varied story of oildem. On Novem- 
ver 19, George H. Bissell died in New York. He was 
a member of the first petroleum company in this 
country, which was known as the Peunsy!vania 
Rock Oil Company. It was organized in, New 


Haven. Conn., in 1824. In 1843, witb a partner, he 
leased 112 acres on Oil Creek, abqut two miles be 
low Titusville. On this land the company dug for 
oi! unti the panic of 1857 came on, when they were 
compelled to give up. in 1855, Mr. Bi-seli ad vo- 
cated the idea that an artesian wel) would certainly 
find oil, but his plan was not adopted until the en- 
terprise fell into the of Mr. Townsend, to 
whom the company owed a large amount of money. 
Mr. Townsend of New Haven seut Coi. E. S. Drake 
to Oil Creek. and be at took up Mr. Bissell's 
plan and urged Mr. Tow to furn.sh the funds 
to put down a well, and on August 29, 1859, he was

A TERRIBLE FATE 


The Crew ofa French Brig Frozen to Death 
—Oniv One Survivor. 
By Telegraph to the Fost-Dispatch, 

Hatirax, December 26.—The Dominion Govern- 
ment Steamer Landsdowne returned from Sable 
Isiand last night. She was out in the great gales of 
Friday and Saturday. Captain Guildford brings in- 
telligence ofthe wreck of the brig A. S. H. of St. 
Malo, France, Captain Le Marchand. owned by 
Omegers & Co. of St. Pierre, Martinique, and bound 
from that place to Boston with fish. The gales of 
the 17th, 18th and 19th inst. drove the sbip near 
Sabie Island. The west end light house of the island 
was hghted at 4 o'clock on the afternoon of Friday, 
the 19th. A heavy snow storm prevailed, and the 
wind was blowing a hurricane. A few minutes after 
land was made out the vessel was driven on a sand 
bar with great violence, and immediately began to 
break up. She had a crew of seven men. The 


thermometer indicated 12° below zero. and the suf- 
ferings of the men had been terrible. Three of the 
crew were washed over when the ship struck, and, 
alijougn there was plenty of floating debris. they 
MADE NO EFFORTS TO SAVE THEMSELVES 
and were drowned. The steward preferriig death 
to any further misery ran to his berth, grabbed a 
razor and cut a terrible gash in his throat, reaching 
from ear to ear. jumped into the surf and disap- 
red. His y was found in the sand the next 
ay by coast guardmen. Capt. Le Marchand, bis 
first mate and asailor managed to get on a sand 
bank by a floating spar. but only escaped the ter- 
rors of the deep to encounter the more frigh'ful 
terrors of the frost king. They could faintly dis- 
cern the glimmer of a light houxe three miles 
across the sand-bar and set out in the darkness to 
reach it. The sand was being driven with blinding 
force hy the gales, and the grains dashed against 
the faces of the exhausted men ftike hail-stones. 
Finally the Captain succumbed, laid down, and, de- 
spite the efforts of his equally exhausted comrades 
to rally him, in a few minutes was 
FROZEN TO DEATH. 
The chief officer and sailor then on, but 
within haif an hour the sailor. too, lay on the 
sands a frozen corpse. Tha chief offloer, a power- 
fuliy buiit man, then pushed on alone to the light 
house, the only survivor. After six hours of al 
most indescribable suffering from frost and the 
dashing sands. he reached the licht house, the last 
quarter of a mile on hands and knecs, and told the

The Orangemen Determined to Parade 
intense Excitement Prevailing—Catholics 
and Protestacts Armed to the Teeth—A 
British Man-of-War to Assist the Mounted

Harsor Grace, Nrio., December 84 reign of 
terror prevaiis in this place. To-day is the anni- 
versary of the massacre of Orangemen, on St. 
Stephen's day.a year ago The Orangemen will 
walk 900 strong. in defiance of Newfoundland's 
mounted police and the British man-of-war sailors, 
and, as every adult Catholic and Protestant in the 
district is fully armed, a repetition of ast year's 
Massacre appedrs inevitable There are 1,500 
people in the district, a large majority of whom are 
Protestants. The Catholics live in settlements by 
themseives. The greatest harmony and good will 
existed between Catholics and Protestants bere up 
to eighteen months ago. There was no happier or 
more prosperous community in the world About 
that time Bishop McDonald invited Catholic 
missionaries to bold revivag services here. In 
arousing the zea! of their own people, they also 


raised

religion they denounced in most 
insulting language. Both the Catholics 
and Protestants are verv ignorant, 
and. of course. intensely bigoted. The Protestants 
began petty annoyances to individual Catholics 
One Catholic was set upon and beaten while return- 
iug from a revival meeting, This greatly enraged 
the Catholics The Orangemen being away to the 
Labrador fisheries last year cn St. Stephen's day. 
they had only 300 members in the Harbor Grace 
District. While marching in procession they were 
met at the ex reme end of the town by a body of 
200 Catholics from River Head, a place three miles 
distant. armed with clubs and sealing guns. 
These men, who are engaged in seal fish- 
ing, all own guns twice the length 
of the ordinary rifle. aod carrying a murderous 
charge of shot, pieces of iron, iead, etc. The 
Catholics insisted that the Orangemen should turn 
hack, Ther refused A shot rang out from the 
Catnolic party, and a boy named Jeans fell dead on 
his face. covered with sixty wounds from a gun 
charged with pieces of iron, etc. The Orangemen 
being unarmed turned tail and ran. In tue melee

THREE OTHER ORANGEMEN WERE KILLED 

and fifteen badly wounded. One Catholic was also 
killed All except Jeans and Braye were shot in the 
back while running away. The Catholic is said to 
have been shot by his own son, who, in shooting at 
the Orange rabbie, killed his father. who was stand- 
ing just in fr nt of him. But the saddest case of 
all was that of Braye. an old man of seventy. who 
ran to pick up tne Orange flag when Jeans fell. He 
was immed aiely set upon by several Catholics and 
his head and brains were beaten toa jelly. The 
whole affair was over within two minutes.

In Harbor Grace 
both sides are armed to the teeth Every able 
bodied man im this disirict is armed with a revoiver 
repeating rifle or sealing gun. Explosive bullets 
were openly imported. and both sides are preparing 
for St. Stephens’ Day (to-day). This, then, is the 
position of affairs. Meanwhile business bas been 
demoralized, and people have been living on the 
edge of a volcano, the only efficient law here being 
the power of the strongest. In this dilemma the 
Government besought the Imperial authorities to 
send a map of-war, which is now here, and will 
assis! the Government mounted police in attempt- 
ing to prevent to day what now appears to be an in- 
evituble massacre.

The Escape and Wanderings of Sisco—De- 
talls of the Terrible Tragedy as Given in 
His Confession—An Alleged Political Dis 
pute and Insult.

He halted at the hut of a colored 
couple named Van R per, and says he there learned 
that Gurnee was dead He stayed there until dark, 
gave the Van Ripers half a dollar and took. to the 
railroad trab. He rode tu the cars from Hacken- 
sack to Parkville, spent the night in what he calls 
barrack, got something to eat at a German's house 
and then took the train in which the newshoy 
spotted him. He tsasingle man. and was born 
nearfy twenty-one years ago in Parkville His 
figure is short, stout and muscular. He is yery 
black ekinned, and his face is repulkive.

Rumor Couples the Names of Miss 
Van Vechtin and Cleveland, 
— — 

A Gold-Headed Cane the Basis of the Ru- 
mor—Other Ladies Receive Similar Gifts— 
The President-Elect’s New and Seciaded 
Residence~Cleveland Anxious to Meet 
Prominent Democrats. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. .. December 25.—As the name of 
President Arthur, rightly or wrongly, has been fre- 
quently coupled with that of Miss Frelinghuysen, so 
is the name of Governor Cleveland now being 
coupled with that of Miss Annie Van 
Vechten. The rumor was circulated to- 
day that the beautiful Albanian has recently 
received from the Président-elect a gold headed 
cane, bearing this inscription United we stand, 
divided we fall.” Whether the words have any sig- 
nicance, or are merely Pickwickian in their import 
time alone can show. Perhaps in the words of Mr. 
Toots, when his inamorata declined to marry him 
“It’s of no consequence,” although wiseacres shake 
their heads over the matter, and say that “coming 
events cast their shadows before.“ It is conceded 
by all the members of the rumor committee, that 
there can be no question asto his giving the gold- 
headed stick, while clearing out a large 
stock of them previous to going into another busi- 
ness. Several other ladies appear also to have had 
canes presented to them. The following seems to 
be the history, as far as can be definitely ascer- 
tained, of the presentation of the stick to Miss 
Van Vechten.

The same authority says that the 
statesmen like Bayard who have come here to see 
Cleveland have done so on indirect invitation from 
the latter, whose sole object in causi..g the in- 
vitations to be extended has been to enable 
him to become personally acquainted with these 
gentlemen, and to learn more than he otherwise 
could about the duties he is about to assume. 

“I know,” said this gentleman, “that Governor 
Cleveland would be pleased to meet and talk 
leisurely with as many prominent men as possible 
who are to be in sympathy with tne new administra- | 
tion at it s outset. He has _§ felt 
circumscribed in two ways since his 
election. One is the necessity that is on him to 
complete pending State business before he shall 
resign, and the other is the publicity 
that is given by the newspapers

GERMAN COLONIES. 

The formation of large companies in Ger- 
many for trade with Africa, and for the prose- 
cution of various colonial enterprises, indicates 
that German unity is about to bring forth 
some fruit more substantial than military glory 
and political influence in merely European 
affairs. BiIs4aRCK’s prominence in the Congo 
Conference, and his efforts to acquire territory 
in the large islands of the Pacificand Indian 
Oceans, imply the recognition of the fact that 
some thing must be done in that direction to 
prove the utility of the German Empire to the 
German States. 

While they were disunited their commerce 
remained cabin d, cri confined,” and lit- 
tle Holland, England, Spain and France divided 
the Western World among themselves with 
all the commercial advantages of thriving col- 
onies and broad areas of productive land in 
every clime. For nearly fifteen years German 
unity under the Empire has secured the in- 
ternal peace and safety of Germany and made 
her influence preponderant in Europe, but 
has compelled her to pay dearly for the 
glory of it all. And still there is no Ger- 
man colony to receive the redundant in- 
crease of the overcrowed and overtaxed 
millions of the Fatherland., The mest vigor- 
ous and best educated people in Europe are the 
worst paid toilers in the civilized world. No 
triumph of arms or of diplomacy in a European 
Congress can better their condition at 
home or mitigate the necessity which 
compels multitudes of them to seek 
new homes and better chances for 
their posterity in America and other lands 
over which float foreign flags. An emigration 
large enough to build up a new German Empire 
in two or three generations is bound to goon 
for the benefit of other nationalities. 

This is not pleasing to the race pride and 
ambition of the Germans, and they are already 
asking what the Empire is there for if it can- 
not provide colonies in which a fruitful people 
can find room for natural expansion where they 
can still contribute to the power and prosperity 
of Germany. The wonderful success of En- 
gland and Holland as colonizers favors the idea 
that their German kindred would be equally 
successful if unce fairly started in the business 
by their home government, and if the Empire 
cannot do that much for them they may soon 
begin to undervalue its greatness. 


A COOL PROPOSITION. 

President ADAMS’ last report of the Union 
Pacific’s affairs shows that it earned $619,617 
in the year ending last June, from its invest- 
ments outside of its original-line; that between 
January 1 and November 30, of this year, it 
received $8,504,657 from land sales; that in the 
four months ending October 30 it earned outside 
of these resources an amount equal to nearly 
3% per cent of its enormously and illegally 
watered stock; and that in the same three 
months it had paid off $1,800,000 of its floating 
debt. 

It has incurred liabilities and issued stock in 
violation of law. After fighting the execution 
of the laws through the courts, it has 
disregarded their decisions and con- 
tinued to violate the laws, and 
now, with an accumulated sinking fund of 
several millions to pay off its land grant mort- 
gages, and with a business report showing its 
entire ability to raise the means to meet its ob- 
ligations to the Government, it is asking Con- 
gress for a sixty-year extension of its loan and 
for a new set of statutes in its favor, to be liti- 
gated and violated by its managers. Itis able 
to borrow the money to carry out its contract 
with the Government, but has found the latter 
such an indulgent and easily swindled creditor 
that it actually proposes to borrow another 
hundred millions on sixty years’ time, and at a 
merely nominal interest, to pay off the amount 
which is to fall due some eight or ten years 
hence. 

The only ground on which this favor is 
asked is that it is necessary to enable the mana- 
gers to pay to themselves and to “innocent pur- 


chasers” forbidden dividends on illegally issued 
stocks. In orther words Congress is asked to 
assist in the violation of its own enactments by 
authorizing another Government loan to the 
company for that express purpose, 

If this favor is granted to the Union Pacific, 
the Central Pacific, which is in the same boat, 
will be entitled to Similar indulgence, but there 


Sam in any event. The managers have built 
with its earnings the Southern Pacific) on 
which there is no Government lien, and to that. 
they are diverting all that is at once valuable 
and divertible appertaining to the Central 
Pacific. California papers say that the initials 
of the Southern Pacific are being rapidly 
painted on nearly all the rolling stock that 
hitherto bore the initials of the Central Pacific.

NOT WHOLLY RUINED. 

The Boston Herald of last Sunday published 
a statement of the municipal tax levy, from 
which it appears that Boston is not whglly 
ruined. The total value of taxable property in 
that solid city amounts to just $682,648,000 this 
year, against 6682, 300, 500 last year. There has 
been a shrinkage of $9,596,500 in the assessed 
value of personal property, but this is more 
than offset by a gain of $9,811,800 on real estate, 
It is worthy of note that the assessors estimate 
that they do not succeed in finding more than 
80 per cent of the personal property. As the 
persona] property, even after the last year’s 
shrinkage, is assessed at $194,517,300, this 
wonld make the total personal wealth of Boston 
ndt less than $600,000,000. This, with 6488, 
130,000 uf real estate, woyld run the total 
wealth of Boston up to $1,100,000,000, or about 
double the total assessed value of the whole 
State of Missouri. 


magnitude, fail to represent the accumulations 
of the thrifty sons of the Puritans. Boston 
‘has not invested much money in St, Louis, but 
Boston owns many of the big manufacturing 
‘corporations of New England. It owns blocks 
of the finest property in Chicago and other 
cities, it owns cattle on Western ranches, mines 
of gold and silver and coal and iron, and its 
investments are generally among the best. 
Yet Boston is truthfully considered as one of 
the’ heaviest sufferers by the recent shrinkage 
in values. Boston capitalists were large owners 
of Union Pacific at the highest prices. It was 


Boston capital whic h built the Mexican Central 


and which owns the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe road. The great manufacturing es- 
tablishments, which are numbered by the 
hundreds and which represent a cash invest- 
ment of from a quarter of a million to a million 
dollars each, are now practically worthless, and 
it is conceded that the rich men of Boston are 
poorer than they have been in many years. 
With all their losses, it seems that they have 
enough left to tide over a few months of hard 
times, 

This statement of Boston’s wealth is full of 
instruction and of consolation. It shows us 
that, with a shrinkage in a great many depart- 
ments of business, the real wealth of the 
country is left practically untouched, and that 
all the sources of future prosperity are practi- 
cally unimpaired. Thereis too much talk of 
hard times and too little thought of the real 
situation. We cannot expect to have an un- 
checked course of prosperity. That does not 
happen to any country. Excessive speculation 
and overdoing of business must be followed by 
a reaction, and in prosperous times we must 
learn the lesson of being prepared to meet with 
losses. But the country is rich, its resources 
are exhaustless, its energy undiminished; and 
the situation in Boston is merely an extreme 
illustration of the solidity of that real wealth 
which is, after all, the permanent condition of 
such a country as ours. 


Coolies and Commercial Treaties. 
From the New York Times. 

The so-called reciprocal treaty with the Hawaiian 
islands. a renewal of which the Senate is now 
asked to ratify, has had on the islands a marked 
effect upon labor and immigration. While an at- 
tempt bas been made by national legislation to ex- 
clude the Chinese from Califoruia and the Pacific 
slope, a commercial agreement which it was be- 
lieved would reduce the cost of sugar to consumers 
in the Pacific States and territories, has drawn 
thousands of Chinese to the Hawaiian kingdom, so 
that the Californian is served by the Chineseat a 
safe distance. There were, a year and a half ago, 
16,000 Chinese on the islands, many of them bring 
coolie laborers imported by the successful specu- 
lators who have so greatly increased the quantity 
of sugar produced there, and made great fortunes 
out of the treaty. At that time these immigrants 
were depriving natives of means of support, and 
our minister endeavored to induce the Hawaiian 
Government to bar out thousands who were pre- 
paring to sail from Hong Kong. At last accounts 
the Government had decided to admit only 2,400 
a year. It is predicted that reciprocity with 
Mexico will, by stimulating the production of sugar, 
draw thousands of Chinese coolies into that coun- 
try. It is said that contracts for the importation of 
these coolies were made some time ago, and that 
prominent politicians of this country are interested 
in the estates where they are to beemployed. The 
effect of commercial treaties upon labor abroad 
will no doubt be taken into account by those who 
are to vote for or against them. 


American and European Wages. 
From the Boston Herald. 

The State Department has collected another mass 
of data on the wage question, this last, as former 
compilations, serving to show that the rate of wages 
in this country is very much higher than in any 
country in Europe. Itisinteresting to notice that, 
in the telegraphic summary of this report. the com- 
parison is confined almost exclusively to what are 
strictly unprotected industries. The Chicago 
masons, plasterers, bricklayers, plumbers, slaters, 
carpenters, teamsters and so on. who are paid trom 
two to four times as much in wages as those receive 
in Europe who are engaged in similar occupations, 
have to endure atthe present time just as much 
competition as they would if we were living under 
a system of complete free trade. That is to say, 
they are employed in work that has to be done on 
the spot, and their rivals are not those. who are at 
work in Europe, but those who come as immigrants 
to this country. The comparison between wages 
in protected industries. such asiron, woolen and 


cotton manufacturing,is not given in the telegraphic 


summary of this report: but we venture nothing in 
saying that it will be found that the advantage that 
American workingmen possess in these forms of 
labor is very much less proportionately than that 
possessed by workingmen in those industries which 
are not in the least benolden to the protection sys- 
tem. In other words, while wages are relatively 
low in protected industries, they are relatively bigh 
in unprotected industries. 


Wnaron Barker to Tell a Story. 
From the Lancaster Intelligencer. 

It is rumored that the Philadelphia Chronic'!e- 
Herald has at length concluded upon a pian to 
make a journalistic sensation and attract to itself 
the attention which has thus far failed it. Wharton

A Poor Rule. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

When Mrs. J.C. Ayer and her daughter returned 
from Europe, a short time since, ther brought with 
them $35,000 worth of dresses.fans,knick-knacks and 
articles of what Mrs. Partington called “bigotry and 
virtue.” Under the rule in the Astor case the Col- 
lector admitted the whole free as “wearing apparel 
owned by the passengers, in à condition to be worn 
at once without change, and suitable for the season 
of the year immediately approaching, and not ex- 
ceeding in quality or value what the passengers 
were in the habit of wearing or keeping on hand for 
immediate wants.” . 

On the same steamer was a lady whose wara- 
robe amounted to only $1,000 in value, and was, like 
that of the Ayer ladies, in a Condition to be worn at 
once without change, and not intended for sale. 
The Collector decided, however, arbitrarily, that it 
was beyond the means of the passenger and not in 
accord with her habits in life; and she was com- 
pelled to pay the duties.

MASKED MARAUDERS. 


How They Performed the James 
Act on a Cass Avenue Car, 


A Midnight Raid After the Mothod 
of Western Missouri Bandits. 


Story of the Robbery by One of the 
Victims—The Affair Conducted by 
Amateurs in the Business—Allega- 
tipns That the Police Might Have In- 
terfered but Didn't—Cowardly Con- 
duct of the Driver - What Interested 
Parties Say of the Affair. 


Ive lived in this city thirty years and I’ve trav- 
eled over its whole extent, but, drunk or sober, I 
never was molested until last Wednesday evening,” 
said Mr. W. Stead, to a Post-Dispatcs reporter 
who called upon him at his place of business, No. 
707 O' Fallon street. Mr. Stead is the gentleman 
who was robbed by the masked highwaymen in the 
Cass avenue car Wednesday night, and it was evi- 
dent, as he narrated his experiences on that trying 
occasion, that his indignation over the event was 
even less emphatic than his astonishment at being 
attacked after such a Jong season of immunity. I 
came down on the cars on Wednesday night in 
preference to walking,“ he said, because I decided 
that it was safer to do so. I made a mistake, 


The reporter assented and asked 
is a stout, well-proportioned man of about 50, to tell 
the story of his robbery by the Cass avenue car rob- 
bers. He sa: The car had got just about as far 
as the Visitation Convent on the way east when I 
heard a shot fired. Almost immediately afterwards 
the car stopped snddenly and three masked men 
leaped upon the platforms, two of them in the rear 
one, close by which I was sitting, and the third one 
in the front one. They all had pistols which they 
swung around at the occupants of the car, at the 
same time shouthing, We want your money.” 
There were seven people in the car and five of them 
made a break for the doors and succeeded in get- 
ting past the robbers. I madea dash myseif, but 
had just reached the platform

seat, at the same time shoving their revolvers into 
my face and calling upon me to give up my money. 
I made no resistance, and they tore open my Over- 
coat and snatched my watch chain. There was a

covered us with their pistols, The stout gentleman 
sitting opposite me was terribly frightened, and

head and told him togive up his money he began 
unbuttoning his clothes as fast as he could. He 
also ran his hand into his pant's pocket and pulled 
outa handful of silver, which he handed one of 
them. The other one then took hold of his watch- 
chain, twirled it around his finger a couple of times 
and jerked the watch out and shoved 
it into his pocket.

| money and that he had 
better give up. They then searched him thorough- 
ly and secured a roll of bills. While they were thus 
engaged I could not help observing that they were 
amateurs at the business. They were somewhat 
drunk, terribly excited and seemed almost as fright- 
ened as the men they were robbing. If I had hada 
revolver I could have shot both of them with ease, 
as they kept their backs turned to me almost all the 
ime they were in the car. Their revolvers were of 
the kind found in pawsbrokers’ shops—imitation 
British bull-dogs, the cheapest and most unceftain 
weapons of the kind that is made. After therobbery 
was over the conductor was found lying on the 
ground and, as his hand was bloody, he had evi- 
dently had a tussel with the robbers. I heard that 
he said when the robbers tackled him that he didn't 
have any money on him, and that they were only 
wasting time. It possibly may have been their in- 
tention to rob the conductor, and that, finding 
THAT JOB PROMISED POORLY, 
they turned upon the passengers. I escaped with 
no loss whatever. I had only half a dollar with me 
at the time, and this the robbers did not touch, evi- 


had got through robbing the other men, that it 
would not do to risk staying any longer. When 
they started away it was discovered that 
the dfiver was missing, and, after waiting a few 
moments for him, the conductor took his place. 
We had gone a couple of blocks when the people 
who had escaped from the car got on again. I 
wanted to have a little talk with the man that got 
robbed, but the three young menalready mentioned 
talked tohim so persistently thatI did not geta 
chance.” 


CAPT. HEUBLER 

of the Third District said: The thing was done by 
hoodlums who were green to the business. They 
were drunk, and conducted the job in a 

which showed that the robbery was not the result 
of an organized attempt. If any of the persons on 
the cars had giyen one of the robbers a blow in the 
face, the affair would have been ended right there.” 

“Do you think you will get the robbers?” 

It is hard to tell. We are hunting for them, but 
have found no clew as yet. One or two arrests 
have been made, but no identification has fol- 
lowed.“ 

Such things have happened before on this line, 
haven't they?” 

“Not within my knowledge. I consider that it 
was one of those things that might happen at any 
time, and cannot be prevented.” 

MR. GIBSON, 
the superintendent of the Cass Avenue Car Line, 
said: We bave not heard anything further con- 
erning the robbery. It is the first affair of the 
kind that ever happened on our line, and such is not 
likely to occur again.“ 

“Your bob-tail car drivers have been robbed sev- 
eral times?” 

“No, sir; such a thing never happened. This is 
the first time that any one, employe or passenger, 
was robbed on one of our cars.“ 

Who do you think did it?" 7 

“Young hoodlums living in the neighborhood. 
They have a club at which they gather, and I be- 
lieve that it was some of its members who perpe- 
trated the robbery. They are being watched by the 
police, and we may hear of the right parties being 
run in before long. 

What became of the driver?” 

“He ran away as fast as he could, directly the 
first shot was fired. He's one of the kind of men 
whose hearts are as bold as lions’, but who have 
cowardly legs which carry them away from danger. 
The police are not to blame for this affair. They 
are too thinly scattered about the district to be of 
much service.”
